FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.07 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "a"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  February  1965,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.07  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of 
6.9  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent 
per  hundredweight  marketing  service  dedviction  and  authorized  hauling  charges. 

The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class 
prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.07  price  for  February  1965,  is  1 cent  below  the  January  1965  price, 
but  5 cents  above  the  February  1964  price.

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  22,397,834  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  February  1965,  of  which  16,118,622  pounds  or  72%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  10.1%  from  January  1965.  Class 
I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  down  8.9%  from  January  1965. 

MARCH  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.40 

The  February  basic  formula  price  of  $3.22  (Wis consin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  reduced  by  a $0.02 
supply-demand  adjustment  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  March. 

This  price  of  $4.40  is  5 cents  under  the  February  Class  I price. 

"SOUTH  BEND"  ORDER  AMENDED  EFFECTIVE  APRIL  1,  1965 

The  USDA  has  announced  that  the  Federal  milk  marketing  order  for  South 
Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart , Indiana  will  be  amended  and  expanded  as  of  April  1,  1965. 
The  amended  order  will  be  designated  as  the  Northwestern  Indiana  order  and  the 
expanded  area  will  include  the  following  Indiana  counties:  Kosciusko,  Lake, 
Marshall,  Porter,  Starke,  Elkhart,  LaPorte  and  St.  Joseph.  The  amended  order 
will  eliminate  the  special  class  pricing  for  cottage  cheese  and  place  all  milk 
used  for  manufacturing  in  Class  II  at  the  level  of  the  Mlnnesota-Wisconsin 
price  series.
